nies. 
N a r r ow streets lead in g out of 
t he side hills filled with women and 
men, seated 
upon

pavem ents, 
w a tc hin g t he m a r k e t a b l e truc k they 
had for sale. 
Fruit, nuts and m any 
thin gs a Mexican m ay consider e atab le, 
b ut it was simple repulsive to look up­ 
on. 
T he side streets varied in width 
from e ighte e n to tw’enty feet,w ith side­ 
walks of stone on e it he r side in width 
from two to four feet.

1 stopped my a tte ntion w as draw n to a 
spot h a lf w ay up a steep peak, which 
had evidently suffe red some recent dis­ 
turbance. 
On arriv ing at the* situation 
I saw th a t a great body of earth had 
broken aw ay and rolled dow n the mouu- 
tain.
